To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hillsboro County 
of Hillsboro in said State qualified to vote in Town Affairs 


You are hereby notified to meet in Childs Opera House 
in said town on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act on the following 
subjects: 


Article 1. To choose one Selectman for three years, 
one Selectman for two years, Town Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Highway Agent, Town Clerk and Chief of Police, 
for one year, Trustee of the Fuller Public Library for two 
years, Trustee of Trust funds for three years, and all other 
necessary Town officers or agents for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of the town officers 
to the Auditors, the reports of the Auditors’ agents, com- 
mittees or other town offjcers heretofore chosen or ap- 
pointed and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to meet the current expenses of the town and 
apply upon the principal and interest of the town debt. 


Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the building and repairing of highways, 
bridges and culverts. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept State 
Aid for the permanent improvement of highways.

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $500.00 to be applied upon the salary of the District 
Nurse. ; 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $100.00 for Senator Grimes Post, G. A. R. to be 
used Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of co-operating 
with the State and Federal governments in the control 
of the White Pine Blister Rust or act in relation thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 for the support of the 
Fuller Public Library. 


Article 10. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

We submit herewith report of Fuller Public Library for 
the fiscal year ending Jan. 31, 1931: 


We wish to express our appreciation of the many 
gifts of books and magazines. 


The Librarian reports a large increase in the circu- 
lation of books and magazines since the library was 
moved to its present home. In 1928 the number. of books 
in circulation was 11,690 while in 1930 there were 18,325 
books put out. The largest number ‘sent out in one 
day was 225 on Jan. 31, 1931. 


Many are taking advantage of the generous supply 
of magazines in the comfortable reading room and it is 
not uncommon to see eight or ten children, at one time, 
busy at the table in their alcove. 


Owing to the increased duties of the Librarian the 


trustees voted to raise her salary from $300 to $400 be- 
ginning Feb. 1, 1930.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of the Hillsboro Town School District 
this report of the schools for the year 1929-1930 is 
submitted as my twelfth annual report. 


Our teaching force of seven was the same as last 
year with one exception. Mrs. Elsie Fletcher declined a 
re-election and Miss Alva Ford of the Framingham Normal 
School, class of 1929, came to the Bear Hill School, and 
Mrs. Evans was transferred to the Merrill School to take 
Mrs. Fletcher’s place. The following table contains cer- 
tain facts in regard to the teachers.

The amount of experience is given in nearest whole 
number of years and the L and C under State Approval 
has been explained in previous reports. All our teachers 
have now had some Normal training. Mrs. Evans, al- 
though a college graduate, has also attended Normal 
School. The Board’s offer of a cash bonus to the teachers 
attending summer sessions of Normal School was ap- 
preciated. 


The cost of public education per $1,000 of equalized 
valuation of the schoo! districts varied from $3.23 to 
$22.15, and was $7.26 for our district. Forty-nine (49) 
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districts spent less than we did and 194 spent more, and 
only one district in this union spent less. Considering 
elementary education only, the cost varied from $2.13 to 
$17.72, and our cost was $5.99. There were 76 districts 
which paid more, and 167 paid less for elementary edu- 
cation per $1,000 of their valuation. Our great saving was 
in high school costs. For the whole state this cost varied 
from two cents to $8.56, while for us it was only 64 cents 
per $1,000, the lowest in this union, and among the lowest 
in the state. Two hundred and eighteen out of the 244 
dist1icts paid more for high school education. A study of 
this report from the state office shows that we are spend- 
ing less for our schools, in proportion to our ability to 
pay, than are most of the districts in the state, and that 
this saving is mostly in the cost of high school education. 


The grade distribution of unrepeated registration, the 
average age of the pupils and the number of tuition pupils 
is given in the following table: ~

In addition to the above, eleven pupils from this dis- 
trict attended high school in the Special District. 


The School Board: Members made 34 visits to the 
schools, parents and friends made 300 visits and the super- 
intendent made 177 visits of supervision and inspection. 
He travelled on school business for all the districts in his 
union 7,025 miles, from September to July. 


In the following table the schools are so arranged 
that the schools with the best record for punctuality are 
placed first:

The average membership in the above table is less 
than the total membership in the preceding table, be- 
cause the latter contains the record of some pupils who 
attended more than one of the schools, and they are 
recorded for this table in both schools. The attendance is 
not good for the Lower Village and Goodell schools, but 
the poor record is accounted for by illness. The Upper 
Village has a very poor record of tardiness with 76 per 
cent of the whole district’s tardiness in that one school. 
The tardiness record for the five other schools is very 
good, that of the Merrill, Bear Hill and Goodell schools, 
being especially good. The first two having had but two 
cases of tardiness for the whole year, and the Goodell 
School having had but three. 


The Parent Teachers Association has shown a help- 
ful interest in the schools in several ways. On May 2nd a 
Prize Speaking Contest was held in Municipal Hall, for 
the pupils of the seventh grade, and the P. T. A. furnished 
the three prizes. The names of the prize winners, with 
the names of their selections were: First prize, Earl 
Gould, “The School Committee Man”; second prize, John 
Carmichael, “Bingen on the Rhine’; and third prize, 
Annie Piechota, “‘SSomebody’s Mother.”’ 


Each school was furnished with signs bearing the 
name of the school, and with swings and teeter boards. 
Extensive repairs almost too numerous to mention, were 
made, such as painting, cleaning out chimneys, cleaning 
toilets, repairing desks, putting in new window shades, 
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and oiling and painting floors. Perhaps the largest item 
of all was the enlargement of the Upper Village school 
building. 


The medical examination was made by Dr. G. 8. 
Bailey and the follow up work was done by the District 
Nurse.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of the Hillsborough Special School 
District; I respectfully submit this report of my work, 
and of the schools, for the year 1929-1930, as my twelfth 
annual report. 


We had fifteen members of the teaching force this 
year, having for the first time a teacher for each of the 
elementary school grades. This made possible better 
teaching, more specialization, and less crowding. The 
following table gives certain facts concerning our 
teachers.

Miss: Hatch and Miss Messer gave only part time to 
our district, hence the salaries given above. The amount 
of teaching experience is given in years. The column 
headed Education accounts only for the post-secondary 
education. Mrs. Fletcher, was the new teacher, making 
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possible one teacher to a grade. Mrs. Rickard felt that she 
was needed at home and Mrs. Morgan took her place as the 
eighth grade teacher. Mrs. Ball’s place was taken by Miss 
Hatch, Miss Greenwood, formerly of the Henniker High, 
took the place of Miss Flint, who resigned and Mr. Morgan 
came to us aS Head Master of the High School. At the 
close of the year we received word from Mr. Morgan that 
he and his wife would not return in the fall as he had ac- 
cepted a position in a larger high school. He had had a 
very successful year, as had also his wife, and their de- 
parture was deeply regretted by all. 


A report from Deputy Commissioner May, dated Aug. 
1980, says, “Of 398 teachers eligible for secondary school 
examinations 26 per cent passed all the examinations.” 
That seems to be a low per cent of the number taking the 
examinations, but in both Antrim and Hillsboro 100 per 
cent of the teachers taking them passed, and it is pleas- 
ing indeed to see in his report, “The record of the follow- 
ing schools is commendable; Antrim, Bartlett, Charles- 
town, Farmington, Hillsbero, Madison, Milford, Sanborn 
and Weare.” That is, out of 97 high schools in the state, 
only nine made a commendable record, and two of them 
were in this union. Considering also that Milford was the 
only town from which there were more teachers than in 
Hilisboro the record is seen to be still more praiseworthy; 
and we are glad to have these thoroughly prepared teach- 
ers in our schools. 


The total cost of public education, per $1000 of the 
district valuation varies from $3.23 in one district to $22.15 
in another. It is $10.51 in this district. Considering the 
elementary school cost by itself, it varies from $2.13 to 
$17.72, and in this district it is only $4.85. The high 
school costs vary from 8 cents to $8.56. It is $4.72 in 
Hillsboro. 


The above paragraph is simply a statement of fact, 
and may have more than one interpretation. It may be 
that we are to be congratulated on being able to run our 
schools at so low a cost, or it may mean that we could well 
afford to spend more for our schools in the way of equip- 
ment, a longer term, enriched curriculum or increased 
salaries. I recommend a further enrichment of our high 
school curriculum, by the addition of the Mechanics Arts 
Course, which I advocated at the last annual meeting. 
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In the Statistical Report of the Commissioner of 
Education our district receives favorable mention several 
times. The first table records the names of the schools 
having a full school year of 180 days or more. There are 
42 such high schools in the state, but Hillsboro is not on 
the list. We have all that the law requires, 36 weeks -of 
school, but we are in scholastic competition with schools 
having a longer year, and need all the time we can get. 
Some school districts require 180 days of actual teaching, 
but that leaves the date of the completion of the school 
year undecided, which is unsatisfactory in Many ways. 
Antrim tried having 37 weeks of school for the High 
School and in that way nearly approached the desired 
180 days of actual teaching. I recommend that we have 
in the high school, a longer school year, one or two weeks 
longer. That will enable us to have a school veee satisfy- 
ing standards. 


In the list of schools having a high rate of attendance 
Hilisboro’s name is one of the 45 to appear. In fact only 
two senior high schools in the state had a better percent 
of attendance. It is also on the State Honor Roll for a 
low rate of tardiness. As evidence of good preparation we 
may take the standing of our graduates in higher. institu- 
tions of instruction. Remembering that some of the credit 
for satisfactory preparation goes to the Grammar School, 
as well as to High School. In our class of schools, those 
schools having between 61 and 100 pupils, there are 25 
schools, and we stand third on the list. That is, only two 
schools in our class had graduates who stood higher in 
their classes. Not only did we stand third this year, but 
our position has been constantly improving. In 1926-7 
we stood eleventh, in 1927-8 eleventh, and last year we 
stood seventh. 


At the close of the year each high school is required 
to hand in to the State Department a report of the work 
done during the year. The State Board gives a list of 23 
schools in which considerable supplementary work has 
been done, and in that list we also find the name of the 
Hillsboro High School. 


It may be interesting to have a record of the number 
of native and of foreign born children in our schools. All 
but three of the 384 pupils were born in the United States, 
196 were born in Hillsboro, 157 in New England outside 
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of Hillsboro, and 6 in the United States outside of New 
England. There is very little difference in the abilities 
or accomplishments, and what ever advantage there is 
seems to lie with the foreign born, because of the three 
one was the Valedictorian of her class, the recipient of 
the Haslet Scholarship, and winner of the first prize in 
the essay contest, the second stands very high in his class, 
and the third, an elementary school pupil, is very able 
along certain lines. Of course the fact that it is more 
than likely that there is a sifting of foreign born before the 
high school is reached, may have something to do with 
their higher standing, but industry, which the native born 
children may well imitate, seems to be the great factor 
in their accomplishment..

There were 28 visits by members of the School Board 
and 531 visits to the schools by parents and friends. The 
distribution of these visits by grades in the elementary 
school is given below.

Notice the marked decrease in the number of visits 
as we ascend the grades. Children of the upper grades 
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and upper grade teachers need your visits, as much as 
do those of the lower grades. The visitors would find the 
work equally as interesting. Will not the parents and 
friends of the school plan to visit the upper grades as well 
as the lower grades? 


Your superintendent made 441 visits of supervision 
and inspection, about one each week to each teacher. He 
travelled from September to June, on strictly school busi- 
ness, 7025 miles in the entire Union. 


The Annual Essay Contest took place as usual. The 
judges were teachers of the Henniker High School, the 
subject was Memorial Day, and the winners were Helen 
Oski, first prize, John Holden, second prize, and Ruth 
Flanders, third prize. Miss Oski also received the Has- 
let Scholarship, and Mr. Bennett, the jeweler, gave a 
gold watch, in memory of his daughter, to a worthy grad- 
uate. Miss Mildred Presby was the recipient of the watch. 
The S. A. R. medal for good citizenship, went to Robert 
Johnson.
